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The .steamship Limari arrived here on April 1, ten days out from 
Valparaiso, having had 30 new men. who were shipped in that port, 
vaccinated on leaving. I examined the arms of these men, and there 
was not a single positive result. 1 do not believe that they were all 
immune. So many reports have reached me concerning the inefficiency 
of vaccination as practiced in Chile that in the light of a continued 
increase in the number of cases of smallpox, and an occurrence such 
as I have noted on the Limari, I am led to believe that there may lie 
some truth in these reports. 

Bills of health from Iquique dated April 4 bear the following in- 
dorsement: "No infectious disease declared at this port, but cases of 
suspected infectious disease are under observation.'' Private advices 
state that cases of plague continue to occur in Iquique. Bills of health 
from Arica dated April 5 give 8 cases of plague and 2 deaths during 
the two weeks immediately preceding. 

Among the causes of death in Lima during the two weeks ended 
March 15 I note the following: Tuberculosis, 28; smallpox, 1; plague, 
3; enteric fever, 4; estimated population, 120,000. 

I am indebted to the health officer, Lima, for the official report of 
the number of cases of plague embodied in this report.
